NEW HIGHS FOR YEAR SET 
ON NEW YORK EXCHANGE 


Stocks Up $1 to $3 on Heavy Trad- 
ing; Total for Day Approaches 
4,000,000 Shares.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Without 


help from sluggish wheat and cot- 
ton markets, stocks moved upward 
this afternoon after a leisurely ad- 
vance during the morning. 

Net gains rain from $1 to $3 or 
more in representative leaders, with 
utility, motor and metal issues tak- 
ing especially prominent parts in 
the advance. Steels were also 
strong. 

The day’s news included reports 
of increasing steel-mill activity and 
word that electric power produc- 
tion, regarded as a sensitive barom- 
eter of business conditionse, had 
shown a gain last week. 

Trading in stocks became 80 ac- 
tive in the final dealings that the 
ticker fell several minutes behind 
just before’ the strong closing. 
Transactions approximated 4,000,- 
000 shares. 

The advance established numer- 
ous new highs for the year. Sev- 
eral large blocks changed hands. A 
14,000-share sale of General Motors 
was made at $19. General Motors 
rose $2 to $19.50, a new 1932 
high. American Telephone's gain 
was $3.75, the final price being 
$119.50. Radio rose $1.33 to 
$12.50; Chrysler $1.62 to $21, and 
Northern Pacific $2.37, to $24.37, 
all new high marks for the year.

After Pathologist Reports 
Suspect in Slaying Was

ACCUSED OFFICER 
REMOVED TO PEORIA 
Feeling Described as ‘Run- 
ning High’ in Tazewell 
County — Victim Had 
Brain. Concussion.

PEKIN, Ill., Sept. 7.—C. O. Skin- 


ner, a Tazewell County Deputy 
Sheriff, was in jail today awaiting 
arraignment on a warrant charging 
him with murder as ‘the result of 
the death 6f.Martin Virant, a wit- 


ness to a slaying who was found 
hanginggin his cell last Thursday. 

The warrant charging Skinner 
with murder was sworn to by Cor- 
oner A. BE. Allen of Tazewell Coun- 
ty and State’s Attorney L. P. Dun- 
kelberg. ' 

“Virant, who was being held as a 
witness in the death of Louis Ne- 
lan which was reported to have re- 
sulted from a speakeasy brawl, tes- 
tified at a Coroner’s inquest that 
he had been beaten by Skinner and 
other deputies who had sought to 
make him confess complicity in 
Nelan’s death. Virant was found 
hanging in his cell a few hours aft- 
er the inquest. i 


Coroner Allen was told by two 
Pekin doctors who viewed the 
body that death had not resulted 
from strangulation, as the hanging 
might indicate. Virant’s body 
was said by them to have been 
covered with bruises. 


- The Coroner retained a Chicago 
pathologist who concluded his in- 
quiry yesterday, following which 
the warrant was obtained and 
served. The A pet nate: gave it as 
his opinion that Virant had . not 
dicd of strangulation. Coroner Al- 
len said the pathologist had -re- 
ported to him that Virant’s death 
had been caused by violence, prob- 
e“ly inflicted during a beating. 

Virant’s body, the Coroner said, 
was covered with bruises, and he 
had suffered a concussion of the 
brain, a broken rib, and other in- 
juries. 

Deputy Skinner was taken to the 
Peoria County jail at Peoria  be- 
cause, Tazewell County officials 
said, “feeling was running high in 
Pekin.” 

Skinner denied attacking Virant 
and said he knew nothing of the 
cause of death.

Harvard Graduate, Once Boy Prodi- 
gy, Shoots Mate in Bed; She 
Had Lost Job.

BOSTON, Sept. 7.—Dr. Towne- 


ley Thorndike French, crippled 57-

wife, 40. 

French, who told police he and 
his wife had been living on $7.50 a 
week, allowed to them by a medical 
society since she lost her job as an 
elevator operator several weeks 
ago, was described by his counsel 
as victim of the “abject despair of 
poverty.”’ 

“IT couldn’t bear to see her un- 
happy,” French told police. 

The physician walked into a po- 
lice station last night. and told a 
Lieutenant he had shot his wife as 
she slept in the one room they oc- 
cupied in a lodging house.

Prosecutor Tells Jury Mrs Ethel 
Depew Plotted Mrs. Don- 
nelly’s Capture.

*" KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 7.— 
James R. Page, prosecutor, told a 
jury today the State would attempt 
to prove that Mrs. Ethel Depew 
helped plan the kidnaping of Mrs. 
Nell Donnelly, for which she is on 
trial. 

His opening statement to the jury 
was the first public outline of the 
evidence he expects: to introduce 
against the wife of Marshall Depew, 
under life sentence as one of the 
actual abductors of the garment 
manufacturer. 

“I expect the evidence to show,” 
Page said, “that Mrs. Depew met 
William Lacy Browning and her 
husband Dec. 15, the day before the 
kidnaping of Mrs. Donnelly. They 
met in front of a labor agency. I 
expect the evidence to show that 
someone overheard a conversation 
by the three of them—Mrs, Depew, 
her husband and Browning—in 
which there was some discussion 
about the failure to get someone 
the night before, and that they 
would get a certain party the next 
night.” 

One of the defendants in the 
case testified at a previous trial 
that an effort to kidnap Mrs. Don- 
nelly the night before she actually 
was abducted ended in failure. 

Mrs. Depew plainly showed the 
strain of the nine months spent in 
jail here since her arrest at the 
home of rélatives on Bloomsburg, 

She covered her face with her 
handkerchief when Prosecutor 
Page mentioned her marriage to 
Depew at the time he had a wife 
and children in Pennsylvania. 

Mrs. Depew was.a nurse in the 
Donnelly home for a short time 
about a year before Mrs. Donnelly 
was kidnaped. 

Among the State's witnesses is 
the victim, who is expected to re- 
peat her story of the abduction in 
which she was held prisoner for 
36 hours in a cottage near Bonner 
Springs, Kan. She was released 
after the gang had failed to com- 
plete negotiations for $75,000 ran- 
som. Another witness is Lacey 
Browning, under a 25-year peni- 
tentiary sentence for his part in 
the plot. .. ,

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Joseph 
V. McKeaq, Mayor since the resig- 
nation of James J, Walker last 
Thursday, put an end today to what 
he called “six years of spending” 
by reducing his own salary $15,000 
—from $40,000 to $25,000—and 
setting $12,000 as the maximum 
salary for other offices under his 
control. With these cuts and other 
economies, he said, an annual sav- 
ing of $2,000,000 a year would be 
effected. 

City employes receiving $2000 a 
year or less will not be cut, he said. 


In some cases the cut amounts 
to more than 60 per cent. This is 
true in the case of the corporation 
counsel and superintendent of 
schools, each of whom now re- 
ceives $25,000 a year. Dr. William 
Schroeder Jr., chairman of the san- 
itation commission and personal 
physician to former Mayor Walker, 
will be reduéed to $13,000 from his 
present $22,500. The heads of the 
police and fire départments Wij! be 
reduced $3000 a year to bring their 
salaries within the $12,000 maxi- 
mum. 

Magistrates’ Pay Also Cut. 

Fifty city magistrates now re- 
ceiving $12,000 may be cut to $10,. 
000, McKee said. The salary of the 
Chief Magistrate, $15,000, will be 
cut $3000. 

The city payroll was found te 
have been increased ~48 per cent 
since 1926. General pay increases 
have been effective since September, 
1930. The bill providing for the in- 
creases was signed by Mayor Walk- 
er on the first day of his second 
term. 

McKee as Mayor has full power 
both as to the tenure of office and 
the salaries Of all commissioners 
and bureau heads appointed by the 
Mayor, and his action does not re- 
quire approval of anybody else. 

McKee ordered a systematic cen- 
sus by police to determine the num- 
ber of destitute unemployed in the 
city and the percentage of them 
who are permanent residents. “We 
are spending millions of dollars a 
month on relief,” he said, “yet 
there never has been a complete 
analysis of the situation.” 

Wins in Fight With Tammany. 

McKee won his first fight with 
Tammany yesterday in a clash on 
a contract for printing ballots. The 
Martin B. Brown Co., which has 
done the city printing for years, 
bid $114,760. The Burland Co. bid 
$65,000. The Board of Elections ar- 
gued the job should go to the high- 
er bidder because the Burland Co. 
was not equipped for the job, Reg-

Sheriff Rippey alighted from the 
firat truck and ordered his men to 
remove the barriers, at the same 
time threatening to shoot anyone 
who interfered. Disregarding the 
threat, the strikers surrounded the

The strikers then turned the 
trucks around and ordered the of- 
ficers to return to Lemars. No 
shots were fired, but there were 
fist fights between strikers and 
deputies. 

As the trucks proceeded back 
toward Lemars, the strikers hurled 
stones, bricks and other missiles 
and several of the deputies, struck 
on the head, fell to the floor of the 
rad truck. They were reported 

ot seriously injured. 

After proceeding a short dis- 
tance, Sheriff Rippey stopped his 
truck, climbed on top and shouted 
to the farmers a request to refrain 
from violence and open defiance 
of the law. In reply, the strikers 
said they intended to remain peace- 
ful as long as no attempts were 
made to run the blockade. 

The picekts tried to overturn one 
truck, but failed. The farmers car- 
ried no firearms. 

‘After shouting at the farmers 
that “they apparently did not want 
to have the laws enforced,” Rippey 
ordered his men to return to Le- 
mars. Rippey advised truck drivers 
to return to their homes. This they 
did shortly after noon. 

Near the scene of the encounter 
an American flag was raised on a 
tall pole.

Stockholder Charges Improper Use 
of Assets and Funds.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 7.—A 
suit in equity has been filed in

Right of Arms Expansion. 
7. All categories of drms not gen- 
erally forbidden by the convention

9. Germany begs France to be 
assured of the loyal and moderate 
character of her intentions, but 
adds the question of equality can 
no longer be left open. It would 
serve to relax the present tension 
if the military discrimination 
against Germany, which the Ger- 
man people feel to be humiliating, 
could be eliminated, and thereby 
heip to establish the stable equilib- 
rium of Europe. 


Press on Von Neurath Threat. 


Minister von Neurath’s threat 
was featured today in the section of 
the German morning press which 
supports the Von Papen regime. 
“It is already certain today,” the 
Foreign Minister said in an inter- 
view, “that it is impossible for Ger- 
many to participate in further de- 
liberations at the disarmament con- 
ference before the question of Ger- 
many'’s equality has been clarified 
in principle. We have offered for 
debate the question of our equal- 
ity, not our arming.” 

The Socialist newspaper Vor- 
waerts, however, called attention 
to the fact that Italy, which alone 
thus far has announced its support 
of Germany's position, has insisted 


‘that the question be settled at Ge- 


neva. 

“Isn't it somewhat imprudent,” 
Vorwaerts asked, “to make such a 
threat when even Italy, from whose 
support so much is expected here, 
unequivocally contravenes the 
threat to stay away from the dis- 
armament conference?” 

Hopes of the Nazis and Centrists 
that a coalition might be effected 
to unseat the Von Papen regime 
were given a severe jolt last night 
by a speech by Hermann Goering, 
Nazi president of the Reichstag. 


“Negotiating with the Centrists 
would be a sin against the Holy 
Ghost,” said Goering, who is one of 
Adolf Hitler’s chief lieutenants. 
“All we are doing is to chat with 
them. The Nazis do not fear a new 
dissolution of the Reichstag. 
“Just as we have removed the 
bourgeois wishy-washies and de- 
feated Social Democracy, so also 
will we chase the reactionaries to 
the devil.” . 


The Government is reported to be 
determined to dissolve the Reichs- 
tag, however, before either a mo- 
tion of non-confidence or a motion 
to rescind the emergency decrees 
can be voted of. The Reichstag 
agenda for Monday contains a single 
point—a Government declaration. 

Denies Duesterberg Has Resigned. 
Maj. von Stephani, organizer of 
the Steel Helmet convention here, 
said today there was no truth in a 
report that Theodore Duesterberg, 
Nationalist presidential candidate at 
the last election, had resigned from 
office in the Stee] Helmet Society 
of War Veterans, acknowledging 
Jewish antecedents 


“Not only is he not thinking of 
resigning,” said Maj. von Stephani.

The reported statement by Dues- 
terberg was said. to have come 
after an attack upon him by the

It is learned that the father of 
Duesterberg, said the report, was 
named Abraham Selig, while the 
father of his mother was Wolf 
Caspary, who served as the presi- 
dent of the Paderborn Jewish com- 
munity. 

“Der Angriff”’ in {ts attack upon 
Duesterberg declared that he was 
the grandson of a Jewish physician 
named Selig Abraham, who was an 
observing Jew at the time of his 
death, while Duesterberg’s father, 
who died in Paderborn in 1924, was 
the head of the Jewish community 
there. 


France Drafting Reply to Germany 

—Publicity Clarifies Situation. 
By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 7.—The French 
Cabinet has started drafting a re- 
ply to the German memorandum 
demanding equality in arms, but 
its exact nature has not been re- 
vealed. 

Publication of the German docu- 
ment in Germany last night was 
welcomed in’ Government quarters 
as certain to clarify the situation 
created by various semi-official 
statements and interviews in Ger- 
many. 

Publication of the memorandum, 
the Government _ believes, brings 
the discussion into the open, and 
France intends to publish its reply 
as soon as it has been delivered in 
Berlin. Meanwhile, Premier Her- 
riot is continuing consultations with 
signatorfes to the European pact of 
confidence. 

(The pact of confidence is the 
agreement signed in July between 
France and England, and later rati- 
fied by several other European 
countries, providing for consulta- 
tion on European problems). 

The newspaper Le Temps said to- 
day that by making this move fe* 
equality without awaiting results 
from the Geneva disarmament con- 
ference, Germany “could not have 
manifested with greater clearness 
the will to defeat the disarmament 
policy.”

Doolittle and the Haizlips 
Win $19,387 at Air Races 


Major Returns to St. Louis With Two Small 
Sons and Is Back at Desk Before 
7A. M. 


For the second consecutive year 
the Doolittie-Haizlip combination 
of St. Louis speed flyers won the 
“big money” and the principal 
trophies at the National Air Races 
at Cleveland. This year they won 
$19,387. Last year’s winnings to- 
taled $19,610. 

In the races just concluded James 
Haizlip took the lead over Mrs. 
Mae Haizlip, his wife, and Maj. 
James Doolittle, his ‘‘boss,’’ with 
$11,387 in prize money. To accom- 
plish this he succeeded Doolittle as 
the Bendix trophy winner, Los An- 
geles-to-Cleveland cross - country 
race, and established a new trans- 
continental speed record of 10 
hours and 19 minutes. Dooltitle, 
who was not a contender in the 
Bendix race, won $4500 for first 
place in the Thompson trophy race, 
the principal speed dash of the air 
races, and other prizes to bring his 
total to $6075. Mrs. Haizlip, who 
set a women’s land plane speed re- 
cord of 255 miles an hour, trailed 
with $1925. 

Last year Doolittle vrougnt home 
$10,000 for victory in the Bendix 
race and for setting a transconti- 
nental record. Mrs. Haizlip, lead- 
ing money flyer among woman pi- 
lots, collected $7750 at the 1931 
event, while her husband won 
$1860. 

Doolittle and the Haizlips won 
this year’s prize money in borrowed 
airplanes and expect to split the 
winnings with the owners of the 
planes. 

Doolittle, whose own racer was 
damaged a few days before the 
| races opencd, piloted a plane built 
for Russell Boardman, trans-Atlan- 
tic flyer. Boardman was prevented 
from participating by injuries suf- 
fered in a crash several weeks ago. 
Doolittle turned his winnings over 
to air race officials pending a divi- 
sion, the nature of which he did 
not care to discuss. 

Haizlip and his wife flew the 
same plane, owned by James 
Wedell, Louisiana speed flyer, who, 
it is presumed, will share their 
winnings. 

Returning to St. Louis late yes- 
terday by plane with his smal! sons, 
Jimmie Jr. and John, as passen- 
gers, Doolittle was at his desk at 
the Sheil Petroleum Corporation 
before 7 o’clock this morning, going 
through a stack of mail and nurs- 
ing a severe case of hay fever.

When condi- 
tions demand that speed, I expect 
we will have it.” 

The interview was interrupted by 
a telephone conversation during 
which Doolittle discussed ‘‘bulking,”’ 
“truckage” and other problems per- 
taining to an order for many thou- 
sands of gallons of aviation fuel. 
As the flyer offered quick sugges- 
tions to the routfne business prob- 
lems of his company, it was ex- 
tremely difficult to associate him 
with the dashing figure. who but 
two days ago thrilled 100,000 spec- 
tators at the air races with his ex- 
ploits, 

Doolittie asserted that he had 
no plans for setting additional 
speed records in the near future, 
being engaged for the present in 
“catching up with my job.’’ He was 
high in his praise of his assistant. 
Haizlip, who, Doolittle said, won 
the Bendix trophy race over faster 
planes, due to skillful piloting. 

Haizlip, who is at South Bend, 
Ind., today as the guest of Vincent 
Bendix, automotive manufacturer 
and donor of the Bendix trophy, is 
expected to arrive home tomorrow 
in time to attend a Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon at Hotel Stat- 
ler in honor of the victorious fly- 
ing combination.

‘Citizens Bureau Placed 1022 in 
August, 339 More Than in July,

The Citizens’ Free Employment 
Bureau, 1806 Washington avenue, 
found jobs last week for 252 per- 


sons, 388 of them in permanent em- 
ployment, according to the report 
of Leo McCarthy, director. Fifty- 
six of the permanent jobs were for 
housemaids, and others included 
seven factory workers, six wait- 
resses and two laundry workers.

deyised under which the war debts 
could. be wiped out” and added, 
“Every remedy proposed’ would 
merely transfer the debts to the 
American people.” He asserted 
“the only question for us to con- 
sider is the ability of France, Great 
Britain, Belgium and the other 
debtor nations to pay their debts.” 

“There has never been any con- 
nection, legal or otherwise, between 
debts owed by Europe to the Unit- 
ed States and reparations assessed 
against Germany by the Allied 
Powers,” Smoot said. “Wéclaimed 
no reparations and no spoils of 
war. European Governments have 
made numerous attempts to link 
reparations with war debts so that 
they might escapd further payment 
to Uncle Sam when the ability of 
Germany to pay is finally exhaust- | 
ed.”’

“Phe concentration of capital and of management 
which has been going on apace for a generation past 
is itself an invitation to Socialism in the United 
States,” Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler said in an ad- 
dress at Southampton, N. Y., Monday.

We must fashion an economic system of 
which we can be proud, says the outspoken president 
of Columbia University, and if we do not do it, we 
will have one fashioned for us far from our liking. 

This is not a new warning, but it assumes a live- 
lier interest when it comes from such an impressive 
source. Few men in our public life have grown in 
staturé within recent years as Dr. Butler has grown. 
He is the outstanding American spokesman, both here 
and in Europe. Few men are so highly qualified for 
so great a post, and no one else ypon this side of 
the Atlantic functions so ably in such a capacity. 
He is bigger than party. He is bound by no narrow 
nationalism. He is without social prejudice. He said 
at Southampton: 


How far it will it be necessary for government 
to step in and deal with the abuses of the situa- 
tion which has developed is a matter to be de- 
termined very largely by the managers: them- 
selves of these great corporate undertakings.

Readjustment and Recovery 


By Walter Lippmann. ; 


T has been suggested from Democratic 
| neadquarters that the recent rise in 

prices reflects a joyous anticipation , of 
Gov. Roosevelt’s election, and from Repub- 
lican circles we are asked to believe that 
President Hoover is, with superb strategy, 
directing a victorious war against the de- 
pression; It would be a painful commen- 
tary upon our ¢apacity to learn wisdom 
from experience if we allowed ourselves to 
entertain such naive versions of the course 
of events. Were they seriously believed, we 
should be founding hopes of recovery upon 
political magic rather than upon a realis- 
tic view of what has occurred and of what 
still remains to be done. 

The rise in prices has followed closely 
upon a number of events which in their 
total effect appear to have arrested the 
forces of deflation. No one, I think, can 
say which of these events is the most im- 
portant, and in attempting to name them, 
I do not pretend to be exhaustive, 


significant developments which preceded 
and contributed to the renewal of confi- 
dence: 

In the United States, the gold standard 
and the general credit structure have been 
successfully defended. This was done by 
the defeat of the bonus and of other infla- 
tionary legislative proposals, by the dem- 


‘onstration in favor of a balanced budget 


and by the action of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and the Federal Reserve 
System in protecting the banks against the 
consequences of hoarding and the flight 
from the dollar. The combined effect of al) 
these measures was to assure the world 
that the dollar was a secure medium in 
which to invest and even to speculate. For 
this result the President, Secretary Mills 
and Gov. Meyer are entitled to great credit. 

But there ‘were equally important events 
elsewhere, Foremost among them must be 
numbered the astounding success of the 
British conversion loan, by means of which 
the British Government radically reduced 
the interest-on a great part of its national 
debt and thus not only saved money for the 
taxpayer but in the jong run for all pro- 
ducers who are financed through the Lon- 
don money market. By this measure one 
of the principal costs of industry, the cost 
of new capital, hag been reduced. 


No less important was the virtual aboli- 
tipn of reparations at the Lausanne confer- 
ence. As a result, one of the most depress- 
ing elements in the world economy, the ef- 
fort of Germany to balance her payments, 
has been removed.

By the loss of most of our export trade 
in manufactures, we are once again in a 
workable relationship with the rest of the 
world. The effort of our customers and 
debtors to pay what they had borrowed and 
bought, added to what they owed on the 
war debts, was profoundly deflationary. The 
situation has been corrected by the rough- 
and-ready method of default on some of the 
debt and of reducing our export balance 
drastically. It has been expensive, and the 
domestic consequences will be with us for 
a long time, but from the point of view of 
the werld economy, it has been effective. 

Within this country and in others, there 
has been taking place a stupendous read- 
justment through failures and bankruptcies, 


_ through the curtailment of production, the 


cutting of wages and salaries, through econ- 
omies and reorganization. The result is 
that a large number of producers are now 
in a position to make money at lower prices 
and on smaller volume than they needed be- 
fore they went through the deflation: At 
the same time, there is an accumulated de- 
mand for goods that have to be replaced, 
there has been a corresponding fall in 
prices of consumers’ goods and, owing to 
the long suspension of activity, there is in 
most industries no impossible glut of goods. 


Thus, with the removal of the great de- 
flationary forces centering in the threat 
to the American dollar, in reparations and 
war debts, in the unbalanced creditor posi- 
tion of the United States and France, and 
in the exaggerated surpluses, the effects of 
the readjustment which has been taking 
place among the producers can begin to 
be felt. 

The gap between prices and costs, which 
was becoming widér as the deflation pro- 
ceeded, is closing up as the deflation is ar- 
rested. Thé gap is closing because costs 
have been reduced and because the pres- 
sure on prices hag been relieved.

Bern kept a large sum of money 
with the New York trust company 
for his incompetent wife's support 
and payment of insurance policies, 
the insurance man said, 

Clarken said he was one of the 
few friends of the film executive 
who knew of his former marriage. 
Clarken, here for an insurance con- 
vention, will leave today to look 
after Bern's insurance affairs. 


Verdict of Suicid cide at Inquest, but 
Motive Is Not Determined. 
By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 8.—A Cor- 
oner’s jury decided today that Paul 
Bern, film producer, husband of 
Jean ‘Harlow, actress, killed him- 
self, but sal@ the motive was not 
jetermined, _ Theo jury found he 
jied ef “‘wounds, self-inflicted, with 
suicidg@d intent.” : 

Tw@ witnesses testified they could 
not s the motive. 

Mis w did not attend the 
hearing’ beeatige of illness induced 
by shock, 

Marino Bello testified that “only 
love ané un@erstanding” existed be- 
tween the blonde actress, his step- 
daughter, and Bern, who was twice 
her age. Bello told of the actress’ 
prostration on hearing of Bern's 
death. 

Not for Him to Say. 

“Do you know of any reason why 
Bern should have wished to com- 
mit suicide,” Coroner Frank Nance 
«isked Irving Thalberg, film execu- 
tive. 

“It is not up to me to say—I 
don’t know anything about ‘it,” re- 
piled Thalberg, who was called to 
the Bern home after Bern's body 
was found with two pistols beside 
it Menday morning. Miss Harlow 
had stayed over night at her moth- 
ers’ home, 

Thalberg, husband of Norma 
Shearer,-actress, said he knew 
nothing about the marital affairs 
of Bern that would be a cause for 
Suicide, but said Bern, had dis- 
cussed suicide with him from a 
Purely academic viewpoint. 

The film executive also testified 
that no note was found other than 
the one in which Bern wrote Miss 
Harlow referring to a “frightful 
wrong” he had done her and indl- 
cating that he was killing himacit 
in an effort at atonement. 

“There was no other note. Only 
the one I gaye to police,” Thal- 
berg said, 

Questions About Delay.
